Judiciary Committee* Thursday opened the 
first congressional hearing in a century into 
the possible impeachment of a president, 
exam ining secret evidence about whether 
President Nixon had a hand in planning the 
W atergate break-in 
Chairm an 
Peter 
W. 
Rod mo, 
D-N J , 
wielding a big gavel, opened the hearing eight 
minutes late with a pledge to proceed with 
‘ ‘ wisdom, decency and principle ’ * 
Then the committee voted 31 to 6 to close 
the session to television and press coverage 
and for the next three hours it listened to John 
M Doar, special impeachment counsel, sum­ 
m arize what the 154-man staff had concluded 
about Watergate and the question of Nixon’s 
involvement in the scandal 


A few congressmen said after the presen­ 
tation that they would like to subpoena the 
tapes of conversations which Nixon held with 
his former chief of staff, H R Haldeman, 
before M arch 26, 1972. to determine whether 
Nixon had prior knowledge of the break-in or 
the original installation of bugging devices at 
the Watergate Democratic national head­ 
quarters 
One committee member said Doar began 
the hearing with 30 minutes of detail about the 
organizational structure within the White 
House It was so tight, the congressman said, 
that it raised doubts about whether Nixon 
could 
have 
been 
ignorant 
of 
the 
pre-W atergate planning 
Rodino and other memoers later told repor­ 
ters that they were not surprised by anything 


they heard 
Rodino 
answered questions cautiously, 
refusing to discuss what the evidence showed, 
and specifically honoring no questions on 
what the W atergate grand jury had concluded 
in the sealed report it wrote for the House’s 
im peachm ent inquiry. 


The hearings will remain closed for three 
days next week and then may be opened to 
press coverrage 
They are the first formal consideration by a 
body of Congress into the possibility of

St. Mary's Church 
Honors Washington 


By W E D M U N D S CL A U SSE N 
Area Historian 


The course of searching after facts led to old St. 
Mary's Episcopal Church, Warwick. This at one 
time was the charge of the Rev. Dr. Levi. Bull, 
whose labors in the Lord's vineyards carried the 
word of God to a number of other churches, 
including St. Thomas’, Morgantown; St. M ark’s, 
near Honey Brook, and St. Andrew’s at Ludwig 
Corners. 
Also, Rev. Bull was the part-time pastor of St. 
Gabriel's of Morlatton for some time. Born at 
Warwick Furnace, Nov. 14. 1790, his father was 
then one of the ironmasters who labored with the 
tilt hammer. 
* 
Unable to locate that which we had come after 
among the cemetery records of St. Mary’s, we 
nevertheless came up with a clipping or two of 
church history saved by some thoughtful member 
of the congregation. The two notes which follow' 
appear especially appropriate for this parish: 
‘1 St. M ary’s Episcopal 'Church, Warwick, on the 
Ridge Road, 6 miles west of the Pottstown-West 
Chester pike, is the 1st church in that section to 
plant trees in memory of George Washington, the 
bi-centennial of whose birth occurs in 1932. These 
trees are to be registered with the American Tree 
Association in Washington, D. C. where a record of 
all memorial trees is kept. 
“ The piece of church property directly across 
from the church has now7 9 memorial trees, 3 elms, 
2 Irish junipers, 2 Douglass firs, 2 Norway spruce. 
They are so well arranged that this little park, in 
years to come, will be one of the real beauty spots 
on the Ridge Road The parish has also planted 24 
young shade trees on the grounds surrounding the 
rectory.” 
Since there arc no dates on the clippings, we can 
only surmise that the second release would have 
been dated slightly later: 
“ The be 11 in t he steeple of St. M a ry ’ s of Wa rw ick 
was rung 200 times on Monday morning to com­ 
memorate the 200th Anniversary of the birth of 
Washington ‘the Father of Our Country.’ The first 
clang of the bell was heard at 10 o'clock in the mor­ 
ning and the time of ringing was about 17 minutes. 
Thomas H. Filman, Joseph Laird, and John 
Silknitter were the committee in charge of the bell 
ringing. 
“The Rector, Rev. F. B. Hornby, preached a 
sermon on ‘Washington' at the morning service. 
Camp No. 682, P.O.S. of A , Warwick, attended the 
services.” 
The Rev. Levi's son, Octavius, whom we have so 
often written about in connection with the Penn­ 
sylvania 53rd Reg. during the Civil War, must 
have felt his spirit drawn nearer to his old 
congregation upon that day. Octavius had taken 
part in 36 battles dunng the conflict, and at Get­ 
tysburg - losing 75 per cent of his regiment in 
desperate fighting - a horse had been shot from 
beneath his knees. During all of his service, 
Octavius Bull surprisingly never received a scrat­ 
ch. 
One other illustrious member of the Bull family 
was the father of the Rev, Levi, Col. Thomas K. 
Bull, w'hose service and devotion to Gen. Washing­ 
ton during the grim days of the Revolution has 
never been forgotten throughout Chester County. 
The tolling of the bell for the great first President, 
must also have held a special significance to the 
spirit of Col. Thomas Bull. 
* 
They speak of him yet as a very tall m an; a man 
with exceptionally deep timbre to his voice. He 
had early learned his trade as stone mason, Dr. 
Charles Heathcote has recorded. “ Before he 
entered the iron business he erected many 
buildings in Warwick township." 
Following this learning of a trade, he became 
involved in Warwick Furnace at a time when they 
were making ready to manufacture cannon and 
ordnance. A short few months later, upon the 
breaking out of hostilities, Thomas Bull cast his fot 
with the patriots’ cause.

States m resources and raw 
materials, the superiority of 
American technology and sci­

opinions have been develop­ 
ing on U.S. technological su­ 
periority 
For a variety of 
reasons, 
European 
nations 
and Japan have narrowed the 
gap and in general technology 
is becoming "international ” 
These facts, and many 
others, are part of a just pub­ 
lished report of the John Die- 
bold lectures of December, 
1971, at The Hague, Nether­ 
lands. 
"Hie Diebold lectures are 
sponsored by the Diebold In­ 
stitute for Public 
Policy 
Studies and the particular 
subject of greatest interest 
would seem to be “ The 
Changing Relation of Europe 
and the United States ” With­ 
in that framework, the specif­ 
ic matter of technology was 
discussed by Harvey Brooks, 
dean, Engineering and Ap­ 
plied Physics, Harvard Uni­ 
versity 
Brooks tats five assump­ 
tions which he says would 
have been accepted world­ 
wide as late as 1967: 
“1. There is a technology 
gap between Europe and, the 
United. States and 'this gap is 
steadily widening to the lat­ 
ter’s advantage The gap will 
lead even.tua.lly to Europe's 
becoming an 'economic and 
technological colony of the 
United States. ... 
“2. The technology gap is 
primarily the result of large 
U.S. governmental expendi­ 
tures for research and devel­ 
opment in defense, space and 
nuclear energy. ... 
"3. The U.S. lead is accom­ 
panied by and in part due to 
its superior performance in 
virtually every significant 
field of basic science. ... 
“4. A prime source of the' 
U.S. lead in, science' is the su­ 
perior system of graduate 
education in U.S. universi­ 
ties. ... 
“5. The United States is ex­ 
periencing a .severe shortage 
of scientists and engineers in 
almost every category, lead­ 
ing to a continuing and ac­ 
celerating immigration of for­ 
eign scientists, engineers and 
doctors. ...” 
Now, however, Brooks says, 
the very opposite is being 
.said. Europe and Japan are 
overtaking the United States 


in export of tugh-technology 
products. Too much, high-level 
research and developm ent 
has been directed to U.S. 
military and space projects 
while Europe and Japan have 
pul emphasis an civilian-ori­ 
ented

Brooks says, the claim is that 
"there ls serious disenchant­

.have foreseen..'" 
The truth, Brooks says, is

What would you bid next if 
partner responded with: 


1. One spade. 
2. One notrump. 
3. Two clubs. 
4. Two diamonds. 
5. Two hearts. 


1. Two dubs. This comes 
closer to describing the hand 
than a rebid of either one 
notrump or two hearts. It is true 
that one notrump would im­ 
mediately identify a hand of the 
minimum class, but it would at 
the 
same 
time 
announce 
balanced distribution, such as 5- 
3-3-2 or 44-3-2, which you do not 
have. 
It must be granted that two 
hearts would likewise suggest a 
minimum, hand, but it might 
also result in failing to locate a 
club fit. 
The chief disadvantage of two 
clubs is that it does not suggest 
a hand of the minimum, class, 
but the advantages that accrue 
from painting an accurate 
picture of the distribution more 
than overcome that defect. 


2. 
Two dubs. 
You can’t 
sensibly accept a notrump con­ 
tract by passing—considering 
the danger implicit 
in 
the 
singleton spade—and it is 
therefore best to bid two clubs, 
hoping to find a better landing 
spot. 
3. Three clubs. This is a 
straight value bid showing club 
support and a hand of the 
minimum class that has in­ 
creased somewhat in stature 
because of the trump fit.

Change the king of hearts to the 
ace and you would have full 
value for a raise to four clubs. 
4. Three diamonds. A good 
case can also be made for 
bidding three clubs instead, but 
this might lead to complications 
difficult to resolve. On balance, 
the simple raise—which tells, 
partner you have diamond 
support—is probably the most 
accurate description of the 
hand. 
5. Three clubs. The possible 
rebids are three hearts, three 
clubs and pass. The absolute 
limit of the hand may be nine or 
even eight tricks. At the same 
time, though, allowance must 
be made for the possibility of 
making ten tricks if partner has 
the right hand. 
T hree clubs is m ore in­ 
formative than three hearts and 
is therefore suggested as the 
better choice.

— The White House had 
access to Watergate infor­ 
mation from the FBI. 
— The President intended 
to use the justice system to 
punish, his political enemies 
at the first opportunity. 
The transcripts show the 
White House obtained, con­ 
fidential information from 
Henry Petersen as early as 
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the summer of 1972, when 
John W, Dean III, White 
House counsel at the time, 
was the President’s in-house 
Watergate investigator. 
“I was totally aware of 
what the grand jury was 
doing,’’ declared Dean, who 
has since pleaded guilty to 
conspiracy 
to 
obstruct 
justice, in his March 21,1973, 
conversation with Nixon. “I 
knew what witnesses were 
going to be called I knew 
what they were asked 
’’ 
Nixon: “Why did Petersen 
play the game so straight 
with us?” 
Dean: “Because Petersen 
is a soldier. He kept me 
informed. He told me when 
we had problems, where we 
had problems and the like ” 
In a conversation with the 
President on April 17, Peter 
sen defended his moves tc 
keep Dean informed “I car 
disclose to an attorney for 
the government in the cour­ 
se of my work Dean was, in 
addition to counsel for the 
President, 
obviously 
an 
attorney for the government 
— and there is not anything 
improper in that ” 
But Dean acknowledged 
on March 21 that such close 
cooperation with the White 
House was “awkward for 
Petersen ” 
Petersen was, 
indeed, 
head of the criminal division 
of the Justice Department, 
Dean 
'pointed 
out. 
“To 
discuss some of these things 
with him, we may well want 
to remove him from the' head 
of the criminal division and 
.. . give him some special 
assignment over here where 
he could sit down and say, 
“Yes, this is an obstruction 
(of justice), but it couldn't 
be proved.’ ”

Ehrlichman,

Titus Jr.) feels that Dean 
overreached 
them

providing information out of 
the grand jury to the Com­ 
mittee for the Re-Election I 
think that may be legitimate 
criticism if in fact he did.... 


Whether Dean did is not 
clear from the transcripts.. 
But it is clear from the 
same 
conversation 
that 
information about the grand 
jury was used in at least one 
attempt to suborn perjury, 
Ehrlichman: “He (Dean) 
had information on who was 
going to be called as wit­ 
nesses so that apparently 
(Robert C.) Marchan (for­ 
mer

Nixon, in turn, assured 
Petersen “Of course, as you 
know, anything you tell me, 
as I think I told you earlier, 
will not be passed on.” 
Yet, the transcripts show 
that, Nixon advised Ehrlich­ 
man on April 16: 
“Petersen has told me that 
you, Ehrlichman, are going 
to be called to the grand jury 
soon ” 
Moreover, from his con­ 
versations with Petersen, 
Nixon was able to point out 
problem areas to Ehrlich­ 
man and H R 
Haldeman, 
his former chief of staff also 
now under indictment, long 
before they were called to 
appear before the Watergate 
prosecutors. 


Nixon: “That’s your only 
vulnerability, John." 
Ehrlichman: “ ‘Deep six’ 
and the FBI business and 
Liddy. 
Well, 
that's 
interesting. .. ” 
During an April 17 conver­ 
sation with Haldeman and 
Ehrlichman. Nixon reported 
this from Petersen 
“Here’s 
the 
situation, 
basically. 
< unintelligible). 
They’re going to haul him 
(Jeb Stuart Magruder, No.2 
man at the Re-Election Com­ 
mittee) in court, have him 
plead guilty, put a statement 
out because (U.S. District 
Court Judge John Sirica)» 
always questions the wit­ 
nesses who plead guilty. 
They are going to make it as 
broad as they can and as 
narrow as they can at the 
same time. 
By being as 
broad as they can. they are 
going to say that he has 
named certain people, and 
they are going to name a 
group of people that is nonin­ 
dictable 
coconspirators.
